The first plane to disappear 
was a Cubana DC-3, which was 
seized on a flight from Cayo 
Mambi to Moa Bay, site of an 
American-owned nickel and 
cobalt mining enterprise. It had 
14 pérsons, aboard, includin 
the crew of three. ' 

The plane was landed at Ca- 
nan and eight of the passen- 
gers were allowed to return to 
their homes. The crew and a 
soldier passenger were report- 
ed still being held. 


Second Plane Seizure. 


Last Saturday night four 
rebel gunmen seized a four- 
engine Viscount turboprop 
plane on its 45-minute flight 
from Miami to Varadero Beach, 
87 miles east of Havana. 

All but three of the 20 per- 
sons aboard were killed when 
the gunmen forced the pilot 
to attempt a landing on a small 
airstrip near Preston, a United 
Fruit Co. port in Oriente prov- 
ince. Six naturalized Ameri- 
cans of Cuban’ origin and the 
four gunmén were among those 
killed when the plane plunged 
into Nipe Bay.

PARIS, Nov. 6 (UPI)—The 
Algerian public safety commit- 
tees, whose extremist policies 
were repudiated by Premier De 


Gaulle after they had helped 
pave his path to power, form- 
ally disbanded today. 

Rene Denis, secretary general 
ef the committees which led 
the spring revolt against 
France's Fourth Republic, an- 
nounced they have been dis- 
solved as a result of bickering 
over the current election cam- 
paign in Algeria. 

“All decisions taken up to 
mow are to be considered as 
void because they had no legal 
basis,” Denis said. 

As the committees folded, 
Paris and Algiers buzzed with 
rumors of secret negotiations 
between De Gaulle and Al- 
gerian exile Premier Ferhat 
Abbas which might produce a 
cease-fire before the Nov. 28 
election.

rather than the refugees who 
have set up a “government” in 
Cairo. 

Meanwhile, new trouble 
boiled up between France and 
Tunisia. A communique pub- 
lished in Tunis charged that 
that country has been “invaded” 
by two French infantry regi- 
ments from Algeria, supported 
by tanks and mortars.

After the Campaign 


Now that the political campaign 
has been concluded, this deeply 
concerned citizen ventures to sug- 
gest that those who share his 
anxiety might well lay before the 
President the following basic con- 
siderations as the foundation for 
the revitalization of our obsolete 
ig policy. 

Let us stop fighting history. 
The world is in revolutionary 
change—change which it is idle 
to deny and futile to resist— 
change which can be guided to- 
ward constructive ends only by 
leadership which identifies itself 
with the needs and aspirations of 
peoples on the march toward what 
they hope will be a better future. 

We are at present neither 
facing facts nor identifying our- 
selves with the legitimate aspira- 
tions of mankind. Instead, we are 
vainly trying to shore up the 
rickety remnants of a rejected 
past. So doing, we risk handing 
over the future to the Communist 
dictatorships. ‘ 

Let us develop an affirmative 
policy of our own. Let us learn 
to anticipate and forestall) crises 
by a determined effort to dis- 
sipate the tensions which now 
keep the world at the brink of 
disaster. There is only one way 
to do this—by patient, give-and- 
take negotiation with our adver- 
saries after full and considerate 
consultation with our friends. 

Let us, in these negotiations, 
be firm where our vital interests 
are clearly at stake; and let us 
cease to be stubborn where they 
are not. Let us, like our fore- 
fathers, shape our course with a 
“decent respect to the opinions of 
mankind.” 

Let us recognize the primacy 
of the United Nations in the 
preservation of peace. Let us cease 
taking unilateral action when it 
suits us, resorting to the United 
Nations only after such action has 
failed. 

Let wus recognize that the 
nuclear arms race is suicidal mad- 
ness, irrespective of whether we 
are behind or ahead of our ad- 
versaries—that our task is not to 
win this insane competition but 
to end it before it is too late. 

Let us recognize that there can 
be no hope of enforced disarma- 
ment so long as China, one of the 
world’s major powers, is excluded 
from the United Nations. 


The writer suggests that Amer- 
ican citizens have a right to de- 
mand that all the questions relat- 
ing to the long-overdue revision 
of our foreign policy be laid be- 
fore our duly elected representa- 
tives, and that the President enter 
into immediate consultation with 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee for the purpose of 
shaping the proposals to be laid 
before Congress at the earliest 
© rtunity.

Yet large gifts—especially those made in a 
manner which does not require their report- 
ing—have long been a problem in American 
politics. Too often such money comes from 
those seeking favors or influence. And it is 
much too difficult to bring such contributions 
into public view. Most state laws are even 
less rigorous than the inadequate federal 
regulations; and since this was not a presiden- 
tial year, most funds were handled under 
state law. 

It appears that only a relatively small part 
of campaign costs was raised through the 
“give a buck to the party of your choice” 
campaign. This is disappointing since it is 
desirable that the expenses of electioneering 
should be met by many small contributions 
rather than by relatively few big checks. Per- 
haps the device was still too new to the vot- 
ers to be widely used. But the small-gift 
idea surely should be pushed until it is 


‘accepted. 


There are, of course, other steps which 
need to be taken to reduce the threatening 
implications of campaign contributions. The 
present inadequate federal limitations on ex- 
penditures should be raised to a realistic level. 
Complete publicity for all contributions should 
be required, no matter through how many “‘in- 
formal” organizations they are made. The 
limit on persona] contributions should apply 
to all gifts made by an individual, not merely 
to each gift he may make to various fund-rais- 
ing agencies. And the rules should apply to 
primaries, which in some cases are more 
meaningful than the actual elections.

These are the fundamentals of legislation 
advocated year-in and year-out by Senator 
Hennings of Missouri. Nobody in or out of 
Congress disputes their reasonableness or 
their desirability. Yet introducing bills to 
bring about these reforms seems to be an ex- 
ercise in sheer futility. Why is there such 
willingness on the part of Congressmen to put 
up with a system of campaign financing which 
many of them find embarrassing? 

The next election now Is as far in the future 
as a national election can be. If reforms were 
initiated now, all concerned could be ready 
to work under them in the 1960 campaign. 
Will they be? 


New Odds But Still Short 


The third attempt to shoot a rocket around 
or close to the moon may be made this week- 
end. The National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration spoke Monday of allowing the 
Air Force to try its third probe within a week. 
Then the Army will be allowed two shots, 
The Air Force has been speaking of 10-to-1 
odds against success but the supervising 
NASA now — them at 25-to-1. It must in- 
deed be difficult to figure moonshot odds 
when there are so many ways to miss the 
moon. The slightest error in aim, speed or 
timing and this third shot might not even 
equal Pioneer’s 80,000-mile jump toward a 
240,000-mile goal. Perhaps it is just typically 
American to set the odds so short. Anyway 
here’s hoping the third shot succeeds. It 
has been tantalizing to know so little for so 
long about something so familiar and obvious 
as the moon. 


Democratic for Four Years 


When final returns from Wyoming showed 
the defeat of Senator Frank A. Barrett at 
the hands of a young University of Wyoming 
history professor, Gale McGee, a record was 
set for Democratic senatorial victories in one 
election. This was the thirteenth seat taken 
from the Republicans this fall. The previous 
high mark was 12, set in 1932 when Franklin 
D, Roosevelt carried many one-term Demo- 
cratic Senators to Washington on-his coattails. 

This does much more than give the Demo- 
crats almost 2-to-1 control of the Senate for 
the final two years of the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration. It makes it virtually impossible 
for the Republicans to win the Senate in 1960. 

Not taking into account Alaska, which 
elects two Senators Nov, 25, here is why. 

When the Senate meets next January it 
will consist of 62 Democrats and 34 Republi- 
cans divided into six-year groups as follows; 


Democrats Republicans 


Terms Expire 1961 21 11 
Terms Expire 1963 17 15 
Terms Expire 1965 24 8 


In the last two groups are a total of 41 
Democrats whose seats will not be at stake in 
1960. Add to these the 11 Democratic seats 
in the South which do come up in 1960, 
and a Democratic majority of 52 in the Sen- 
ate beginning in 1961 is as good as assured. 

But there is no reason to believe that the 
Democrats would lose all the 10 other seats 
which their party will have at stake in 1960. 
Since Illinois, Michigan, Minnesota, West Vir- 
ginia, New Mexico and Wyoming, among other 
states, went Democratic Tuesday, it is likely 
that some at least would return Democratic 
-Senators two years hence. Any Democratic 
victors among these 10 would add to the ma- 
jority of 52 Democrats seemingly already as- 
sured in 1961. 


Not So Easily Fooled 


The radio and television people dro 
the subject of subliminal stimulation—ge 
by messages flashed so briefly that the audi- 
ence is not consciously aware of them—al- 
most as quickly as it was brought up. It just 
would not be cricket, they agreed.

President and Spenders 


There is a simple answer to President 
Eisenhower's bafflement over the election. 
The President seems puzzled because the 
voters went ahead. and voted for Democrats 
even though he warned them that Democrats 
are left-wing wastrels and spenders. What 
Mr. Eisenhower seems not to have realized is 
the possibility that the voters considered this 
a spurious issue. 

And so, in all frankness, it is. The fact is 
thet not a dollar is now being spent by the 
Federal Government without President Eisen- — 
hower’s consent. The fact is that Congress 
this year actually appropriated less than the 
Eisenhower Administration asked it to ap- 
propriate. 

As reported by Congressional Quarterly, the 
Administration's requested appropriations in 
the last session of Congress totaled $76,715,- 
302,216. The bp pny finally voted by 
Congress totaled $76,256,739,683. 

How does it happen that a President can 
regard himself with apparent sincerity as.a 
fierce foe of government spending, and at the 
same time be responsible for the biggest 
peacetime spending in the nation’s history? 
If Mr. Eisenhower would stop believing the 
campaign oratory which his speech writers 
manufacture for him, he might understand 
that the big budgets which he accepts year . 
after year do bear some relation to the coun- 
try’s needs and the circumstances of our time. 

Of course economy is admirable. Of course 
it is desirable to prune away waste wherever 
found. But by and large the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration is spending 79 billion dollars 
this fiscal year not because of wastrels in 
Congress but because the nation wants the 
programs that money pays for. And much of 
the bulge in this year’s expenditures was 
caused by the recession—which Mr. Eisen- 
hower prides himself on weathering without 
resort to spending. 

The President is right in saying we face a 
serious budget situation in the years ahead. 
Basically that is because we face a serious 
national and world situation. If he wants to 
reduce the budget which has risen steadily 
ever since the second year of his Administra- 
tion, he will have to begin by changing the 
national policies that underlie it. 


No Room for Moderation? 


One surprising and startling loss to the 
next Congress is that of a voice of modera- 
tion in Arkansas. Representative Brooks Hays 
of, the Little Rock district was defeated in a 
close contest by a one-week write-in cam- 
paign of an outspoken segregationist, Dr. 
Dale Alford. 

Dr. Alford was a member of the Little Rock 
school board which first approved the school 
integration plan, but he turned against it. 
Congressman Hays, head of the Southern Bap- 
tist Convention, tried to mediate the dis- 
pute between Gov, Faubus and the White 
House a year ago, and otherwise spoke for 
racial understanding. He never spoke for 
integration; but this was not enough for the 
hardening prejudices of his constituents. 
Theirs was a blind vote against understand- 
ing, against federal law and against the facts 
of national life. | 

In contrast, some 30 per cent of Virginia's 
voters balloted against “massive resistance” 
as personified by its chief architect, Senator 
Harry F. Byrd. Though the Senator won 
handily, Dr. Louise 0. Wensel won more 
votes than any previous opponent in Senator 
Byrd’s five campaigns. Dr. Wensel spoke 
strongly for reopening closed schools. Her 
surprising following suggests that many re- 
sponsible Virginians would not sacrifice pub- 
lic education on the consuming altar of 
segregation. 


Illinois in the Parade 


Although Illinois did not elect either its 
Governor or a Senator it was one of the states 
that gontributed strongly to the Democratic 
upsurge. After going overwhelmingly for 
President Eisenhower and re-electing Repub- 
lican Gov. Stratton two years ago, Illinois 
voters on Tuesday: . 


Elected Democratic Cook County Sheriff 
and former University of Chicago sociology 
professor Joseph D. Lohman to the office of 
State Treasurer for the first four-year term. 
Lohman won over Warren E. Wright, who 
served two terms as Treasurer, by 150,000 
votes. , 


Elected George T. Wilkins of Edwardsville, 
Madison County School Superintendent, to 
succeed Republican Vernon L. Nickell as Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction, Nickell 
had held the office for 16 years, Wilkins’s 
majority over Republican Gerald §mith was 
more than 200,000, 

Elected 14 Democrats and 11 Republicans 
to the House in Washington, overturning the 
present Republican control of the delegation 
of 14 to 11. 

Elected a 95-to-82 Democratic majority in 
the State House of Representatives in Spring- 
field, for the first Democratic majority in his- 
tory with a Republican Governor in office. 

Elected three Democrats to the Board of 
Trustees of the University of Illinois, putting 
Democrats in a 6-to-3 majority on the board, 
and giving it its first Negro member, Rich- 
ard Harewood. Defeated Republican Park 
Li had been a member for 18 years. 

Elected five Democratic State Senators over 
Republicans to reduce the Republican State 
Senate majority to 33 to 25, lowest in decades. 

Surveying these results, one Illinois office- 
holder above all others must have been glad 
that he was not running for re-election Tues- 


day. We refer to Senator Everett McKinley 
Dirksen. 


Home Rule Wins in Kirkwood 

Kirkwood citizens took an important step 
toward home rule in Tuesday’s election—and 
they did so despite outspoken opposition by 
Mayor Berthold and his colleagues on the 
City Council who raised a felse tax issue. A 
13-member Charter Commission was elected 
to scrutinize Kirkwood's outmoded Commis- 
sion government, which in 30 years had not 
been examined by freeholders. 

Eleven of the freeholders chosen were sup- 
ported by a citizens’ group that resorted to 
the initiative to bring the question to a vote. 
This group, substantially the same one which 
led a successful fight for fluoridation of 
eens ‘s water supply, deserves congratu- 

ns.

Behind the Headlines of the Lebanon Story 


Reason for Intervention Was Chamoun’s Ambition, Rather Than Nasser’s

Chamoun 
maneuvered to have the Lebanese 
constitution amended so that he 
could have a second six-year term as 
President. 


Chamoun’s opponents were furi- 
ous. He himself was riding rough- 
shod over all pleas for reconciliation, 
including those of Dr. Charles Malik, 
his more rational and self-possessed 
foreign minister. 

At this point an anti-Chamoun 
newspaper editor, Nassib Metni of 
the leftist daily Telegraphe, was as- 
sassinated, That was on May’ 8. By 
May 11 the country was aflame with 
riots, looting and burning.

The U.S.S.R. did veto the plan. 
But Secretary General Hammar- 
skjold devised a substitute—a scheme 
for a U.N. observer force. Chamoun 
did not want an observer team; he 
wanted American and British troops. 
But he went along with the Ham- 
marskjold proposal, believing Mos- 
cow would veto this, too. 

When Moscow did not veto it, Cha- 
moun was stuck with a team of inter- 
national observers who, from his 

oint of view, were worse than use- 
ess. It did not take him long to 
show the U.N. Observation Group in 
Lebanon (U.N.O.G.1LL.) it was un- 
welcome. 


This was only half of U.N.O.G.LL.’s 
difficulty. The other half was the 
fact that the Lebanese government 
controlled only a very small portion 
of the frontier. As a result, the U.N. 
observers had an impossible task on 
their hands; they could not get into 
position to watch for infiltration.

Signs of Prosperity. 

The signs of prosperity are 
small but significant. Light 
bulbs hang in 70 per cent of 
all farm homes. There is the 


chug of tiny tractors in the 
rice paddies. . 


In the farm villages, where 
51 per cent of Formosa’s pop- 
ulation lives, there are more 
radios, sewing machines, bi- 
eyeles and ice-boxes than ever 
before. Even farm girls wear 
lipstick. 


Much of Formosa’s present 
well-being rests on a Japanese 
base, During their 50-year 
Owhership of Formosa the 
Japanese ruled harshly, some- 
times brutally, but efficiently. 

Great farmers, the Japanese 
introduced new techniques 
that sent rice and sugar pro- 
duction soaring. They built 
railways, roads and solid, 
ugly red-brick public buildings 
that are used today by the 
Chinese Nationalists. 

Needless to say, American 
aid in the postwar period has 
helped, but most of the credit 
for’*Formosa’s prosperity must 
go to the Nationalists and the 
hard-working native-born For- 
mosan people.

Thanks mainly to land re- 
form, rice production has more 
than doubled to reach a record 
high. More than 80 per cent of 
Formosa’s farmers own their 
own land. Blessed by For- 
mosa’s natural setting and with 
the aid of fertilizer, they pro- 
guce more rice per ace than 
amy other people in Asia. 


Tndustrial production is up 
42 per cent from 1953, which is 
used as a base year because 
it was then that the island's 
economy reached a pre-war 
level. 

Electric power capacity is 
eight times greater than pre- 
war and the gross national 
product has increased 16.3 per 
eent. 


Massive U. S. Aid. 


~The consumer has benefited 
from this expansion, He is not 
onty better fed and clothed, 
but» he is better housed. 


These gains have been pos- 
sible despite the crippling de- 
mands of the Nationalists’ mili- 
tary budget—but only because 
of massive United States aid.

Combine remaining one-half 
cup water, flour, gravy color- 
ing, salt, pepper and mono- 
sodium glutamate; mix well.

THE MOMENT a patient 
walks into the Veterans Ad- 
ministration Hospital at Jef- 
ferson Barracks, machinery for 
getting him out again swings 
into high gear. 

This is the administrative 
policy of the 815-bed institu- 
tion, sprawled out in a 214- 
acre wooded tract overlooking 
the Mississippi river, south of 
St. Louis. 

But often the policy takes a 
beating. Life can be so pleas- 
ant in this unwalled, neuro- 
psychiatric hospital that many 
who walk in are in no hurry to 
walk out. It’s a pretty plaee, 
with curving, tree-lined drive- 
ways. -There is no feeling of 
confinement, no sense of being 
shut away from the world out- 
side. 


Patients wear their own 
clothing instead of hospital is- 
sue. They live in small wards 
instead of huge dormitories. 
They have library service, a 
basketball court, poo] tables, a 
baseball diamond, a golf 
course, a swimming pool, their 
own radio station, their own 
newspaper. They have birds to 
care for, acquariums to watch. 
They have a chance to learn a 
trade or brush up on their for- 
mal schooling. They see movies 
and eat good meals. 

They don’t loaf. They have 
work to do. They undergo 
treatment and therapy. But 
every step they take through 
the hospital schedule is intend- 
ed to lead them back to nor- 
mal, active life. 


Jefferson Barracks Hospital, 


-which will hold open house 


from 2 to 4 p.m. and from 7 
to 9 p.m. Monday, has been 
converted into what is called 
a “Haun-type” hospital. Its 
architecture, as well as its pro- 
gram, is an important part of 
the over-all plan of rehabilita- 
tion. One of 173 V.A. hospitals, 
it specializes in treatment and

“We have wanted to make 
our hospitals places where vet- 
erans can be treated not only 
with scientific skill but with 
human warmth and wunder- 
standing attention. We have 
wanted our hospitals to instill 
a feeling of security and confi- 
dence in the patient and thus 
act as a silent, but ever active, 
force in therapy. 

“Psychiatry is no longer rele- 
ated to the backwoods of 
orbidding asylums—but makes 
its contribution felt on every 
ward of the modern hospital.”

Martha Carrs The Oxtail--a Favorite Man’s Dish

HERE, to close the subject, 
is another oxtail soup, known 
as “country squire.” Disjoint 
two oxtails, roll them in flour 
seasoned with salt and pepper 
and brown them in hot fat in 
a heavy soup pot. 

When they’re browned, toss 
in two minced cloves of garlic, 
one or.two bay leaves accord- 
ing to your taste and two cups 
of water. Let it all simmer for 
three hours. Let it cool a little 
and, skim off the fat. 

Then remove the meat from 
the bones and put the meat 
back in the broth. Now put in 
six cups of water, a cup of 
red wine, a generous pinch of 
thyme, three chopped stalks of 
celery, a cup of diced carrots, 
a half cup of chopped onion, a 
large leek cut in half-inch 
pieces, Let it simmer until all 
the vegetables are tender, 
which will take half an hour or 
so. Stir in a fourth of a cup of 
catsup and when you serve it 
sprinkle on a little chopped 
parsley.
